Houſe, and then you would be a full Par- 
liament alſo; and that you hadalready de- 
termined yourſitting : and for the Mini- 
ſtry, their Maintenance ,.. the Lawes and 
Univerſities, you had largely declarcd in 
your Jaſt Declaration'; and I was conh- 
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dent you would adhere to it : but as for 
thoſe Gentlemen ſecluded in the year 1648 
[ teld them you had given Judgment 1n 1t; 
and all People ought co acquielce in that 
Judgment : but to admit any. Members to 
ſitin Parliament, without a previous Oath 
or Engagement to Secure the Government 
in being, it was never yet done in Eng- 
land.
